The Orient and the Occident. 


The Old World has the charm of 
antiquity about it—a charm which uni- 
versally attracts the human mind. 
The fact that there the human race 
was cradled, that nations there first 
had their birth, and civilization was 
nurtured and culminated in mighty em- 
pires that held universal sway, makes 
men anxious to learn all about the 
mysteries of its vanished greatness. 
To the scholar and antiquarian the 
Orient is like a book which he has 
opened at its latest page, yet which he 
is not the less interested to read back- 
ward. If he traverses the Nile, the 
centuries for two thousand years con- 
front him. There is not a foot along 
its fertile shores but has some story 
to tell him of great kings, and of mag- 
nificent cities. over which the desert 
sands have swept and blotted them 
from his curious eye. The Sphinx 
and the Pyramids stand dumbly elo- 
quent of that past which he would 
penetrate. Ashe slowly sails up the 
broad river and rounds its numerous 
bends, each new view eis a page of his- 
tory. He faces the ages of-ald time—the 
dead Pharaohs,departed Thebes; and the 
grandeur of mighty Memphis. Again 
across the dewy silence of the morning 
breaks in its silver whispers the music 
of Memnon upon the ear of his de- 
lighted fancy. The palaces of the 
Pharaohs swing open their doors td 
him, in which early art wrought its 
wonders, and Rameses II met with 
his haughty and defiant gaze the meek 
yet mighty Jewish leaders. The land 
of Goshen breaks upon his view, and 
here he turns to the beginning of a 
people who have ever been separate 
and distinct from all nations. Not a 
point in all the picture to which history 
or tradition do not lend their charm; 
not a feature of the landscape but has 
something to tell him of the young 
world's time. The tall palms lift their 
heads in the same sunshine that 
caressed the infant Moses as he lay in 
his cradle of bulrushes upon the banks 
of the Nile, where the lovely daughter 
of Pharaoh espied him and took him to 
her Egyptian palace. It is the same 
swift-flowing river that was turned 
into blood beneath the uplifted rod of 
Aaron, and over whose rolling tide 
sounded the cry of mourning for the 
first-born. 

It is these memories that make 
Egyptso charming to the traveler of 
today, not less than the soft lights and 
shadows that fall upon the water and 
the shore in the land of the lotus and 
the palm. The land where Cleopatra 
drank pearls and vanquished with her 
beauty the imperial masters of Rome 
has about it still the witchery of its old 
romance, and the .memory of its 
grandeur. It is this glamour of his- 
tory that intoxicates the traveler, and 
that leads so many to turn from this 
newer world to the ghosts of the old. 
The difference between that eastern 
and this western land is that the 
former has a written history, coeval 
with Time, while here 1s silence and the 
dimness of uncertainty. In all that 
pertains to natural beauty, California 
has as much to offer as any section of 
the world. Even the Alps of Europe 
have not as many gigantic peaks as our 
own Sierras. And here, too, we have 
monuments older than the Pyramids of 
the Nile; older than Sphinx or Egyptian 
colossi; older than Memphis or Thebes 
and the palmy days of Cleopatra. 
Monuments that were reared before 
the days of the mightiest Pharaoh, and 
that stood perfect in their symmetrical 
beauty when Abraham worshiped in 
his tent at Mamre. We have our 
colossi in the giant sequoias that in the 
sunlight of today are as green as when 
Moses slept in hiscradle upon the Nile 
and the foundation stones of Memphis 
were first laid upon the golden sands 
of ancient Egypt. 

The more we study this marvelous 
land the more we are impressed with 
its wonders, and the firmer our faith in 
its future destiny. It combines the 
excellences of all climates; the virtues 
of the most productive soils; the charms 
of the most seductive regions, and it 
es a combination of the attrac- 
tions of almost every quarter of the 
globe.

The following was issued at noon: 

The Governor has been drowsy most of 
the time since 10 a.m. He seemed con- 
scious several times, and twice answered 
‘Yes,’ when questioned. Temperature, 


pulse and respiration remain the same.” 


SAN Francrsco, Sept. 9.—Gov. Bartlett 
has not been conscious since 2 p.m., except, 
perhaps, for a momentata time. He has 
seemed d at times. Pulse, 112; 
respiration, 36, and temperature, 100 45. 
EARLY MORNING REPORT. 
SAN Francisco, Sept. 10.—Morning.—A 
bulletin, at 10 p.m., was to the effect that 
the Governor had been asleep since 9 o'clock, 
resting quietly, with very little change in 
pulse or temperature.

THE FIELD OF LABOR. 


JOUN SWINTON’'S CAREFUL SUR- 
VEY OF THE SITUATION. 


Recent Significant Strike Failures— 
Mr. Powderly's Infiuence and At- 
titude—The Labor Party in Poli- 
tics—Charges of Trading Votes. 


— 


[Correspondence of the Washington Star] 
New York, August 30.—The por- 
tentous changes which have been go- 
ing on in the labor movement“ are 
not yet at an end, as we see from re- 
cent events. They bear upon it as an 
organized body, asa political agency 
and as a regulator of wages and condi- 
tions of labor. In all these respects it 
has become eviden: that some deep and 
wide-spread influences are at work. 
The number of strikes that have col- 
lapsed since the beginning of this year 
is far greater than that of any other re- 
cent year. Taedabor commissioner of 
New York inhis last official report 
shows that three-quarters of the strikes 
of the previous year in this State were 
successful, but it is a fact that the sta- 
tistics gathered by Bradstreet from 
January last to the present time show 
that over three-fou of allthestrikes 
of the present year have come to grief. 
In fact, out of 300,000 strikers so far 
this year not more than 50,000 have 
gained any such advantage as to be de- 
serving of the name of success. We 
have to go back many years to find any- 
thing that looks like a precedent 
this dismal state of things. Amon 
the twelve or fourteen large strikes of 
tile year it is hard to mention any gen- 
uine success other than the strike 
of the bricklayers of Chi- 
cago, who not onl secured 
the eight-hour rule for their trade, but 
established a method of setting future 
disputes with their employers. And 
the bad luck continues up to this day. 
The great strike in the cotton mills at 
Cohoes has just broken down simul- 
taneously with the strike of the leather 
workers at Newark. It has, in short, 
been among the unluckiest of years for 
strikers, whether they were cokemakers 
and miners in Pennsylvania, shoemak- 
ers in Massachusetts, or coal and 
freight handlers in New Jersey and 
New York. It is a common notion 
which is probably correct, that this 
luck is largely attributable to the new 
ractice of combination for resjstance 
y employers. The shoe mandfactur- 
ers of Massachusetts combined against 
their the coke and coal 
corporations of Pennsylvania did the 
same thing; so did the leather manu- 
facturers of Newark, and a similar 
practice has been adopted in scores of 
other cases, as every reader of the 
newspapers is aware. The combina- 
tion of the Chicago master builders 
failed in the stand they took, and the 
combination of the stove manufactur- 
ers cannot boast of having scored a vic- 
tory; but these are merely exceptional 
tothe rule. The weight of the com- 
bined capital in —4 industry has 
almost always proved too heavy for the 
labor and its service. 
LABOR’S LOSSES DURING THE YEAR. 
The influence of these facts upon 
labor organizations during the present 
year have been calamitous. The largest 
of all great organizations—the Knights 
of Labor—have, within a year, lost 
much more than half its membership. 
In New York, New Jersey, Penusyl- 
vania, Massachusetts and Connecticut 
the falling off has reached were nearly 
two-thirds, and in some of the Western 
States the ratio is fully as high. These 
statements are based either upon official 
fignres published by district assemblies 
or upon the votes cast at the recent 
elections for delegates to the general 
assembly. The total membership that 
will be there represented is likely to 
fall short of half a million, and though
